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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record neither disclose nor make obvious a reflective liquid crystal 
device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically of a 
connection line formed over two pixels that are adjacent to each other in the same column of the 
pixels, wherein the first end of the connection line being connected to a capacitor electrode 
contact of the storage capacitor formed in a first one of the two pixels and the reflective pixel 
electrode formed in the first pixel, a second end of the connection line crossing the gate line for 
the first pixel with an insulating film among the functional films being between the second end 
and the gate line, the second end being connected to a source electrode of the switching element 
formed in a second one of the pixels as set forth in claim 1 .
